“How are you going to reduce taxa­ 
tion unless you reduce the cost of ar­ 
maments? Ninety per- cent of our ex­ 
penditures today goes for wars past 
and future. If we cannot get an agree­ 
ment to stop naval competition, then 
we should stop talking about reduc­ 
tion of expenditures and taxation.” 
fSo says Senator Borah. 
It is dis­ 
tasteful to quote this gentleman on the 
subject of 
disarmament 
and 
even 
more distasteful to observe that he is 
generally regarded today as the lead­ 
ing exponent 
of 
the 
disarmament 
movement. 
By his opposition to the 
League of Nations he has done as 
much as any 
man 
in .the 
United 
States to prevent 
disarmament, and 
anything that he can do now for the 
disarmament cause can be but slight 
atonement for the great injury he has 
done it. Nevertheless, Mr. Borah is an 
able man, and though 
the specific 
method of disarmament which he now 
advocates may be and probably is un­ 
wise, it cannot be denied that he is 
presenting in an effectual way the ne­ 
cessity of ending naval competition. 
Mr. Borah is putting the emphasis 
whera, 
for 
practical 
purposes, 
it 
should be put, namely, on the econom­ 
ic side of the situation; and he is get­ 
ting results in awakening public senti­ 
ment because of his capacity for go­ 
ing straight to the point and for using 
plain language. 
What he says in the excerpt quoted 
above is an illustration. 
There will 
never be any progress toward disar­ 
mament until people realize its ulti­ 
mate and intensely practical relation 
to the problems of everyday life. 
In 
particular it is necessary that they rea- 
alize its relation to 
the 
problem of 
taxes. 
Politicians 
and 
newspapers 
have been talking for months about 
reduction of taxes. It has been one of 
the leading topics of discussion, and a 
promise to reduce taxes was one of 
the principal campaign pledges of the 
republican party. Elaborate plans and 
programs whereby reduction of taxes 
was to be achieved have been propos­ 
ed, most of them highly technical and 
for the most part incomprehensible to 
the average man. 
It seemed at the 
time that all this was mere waste of 
paper and ink, because there could not 
possibly l^e any reduction of taxes ^o 
long as competition 
in 
armaments 
continued, and there was one way and 
one way only to 
reduction of taxes 
and that way was disarmament. 
The 
disarmament 
movement had 
not then taken shape and the discus­ 
sion about reduction of taxes continu­ 
ed with scarcely a reference to dis­ 
armament. 
To a large extent this is 
still true and Senator Borah performs 
a service in exposing the folly of it. It 
is not only foolish to talk about re­ 
duction of taxes without 
disarma­ 
ment; it is also hypocritical 
because 
anybody who stops to think about the 
matter must see that the two things 
are inseparable. We do not think that 
Mr. Borah’s 
method 
of getting an 
agreement is the wise method; but he 
is absolutely right when he says that 
“ if we cannot get an agreement to 
stop 
naval 
competition, 
then 
we 
should stop talking about reduction 
'of taxes and taxation.

TRAINING GAMPS 


FOR CITIZENS TO 


BE THIS SOMMER 


Washington, April 12.-Citizens 
Military Training Camps are to 
be conducted by the war depart­ 
ment during the coming summer 
for the training of young men who 
have passed their sixteenth birth- j 
day and who are not over thirty- 
five years of age. 
These trainin' 
camps will be opened not earlier I 
than July 15 nor later than Aug­ 
ust IO and will continue for one 
month. They will be modeled and 
fashioned after the Plattsburg and 
similar 
officers 
training camps 
that were run by the war depart­ 
ment during the World War 
to 
train- officers for 
the expanded 
army. 
The objects of these 
citizens’ 
training camps are to bring to­ 
gether young men of all types, 
both native and foreign born; to 
develop closer national and social 
unity; to stimulate the interest 
of the youths of this country in 
the importance of military train­ 
ing as5 a benefit to the individual 
taking pueh training and as an 
asset vital for the problems of na 
tional defense. 
The camps will show the public 
by actula example that camp in­ 
struction of the kind contemplated 
will develop the young men phy- 
cally, mentally and morally and 
will teach Americanism in its true 
sense through patriotism and self­ 
discipline, resulting in greater na­ 
tional strength, both civil and mil­ 
itary. 
There will be no obligation rest­ 
ing on the men who attend these 
training camps, other than that 
they shall properly conduct them­ 
selves during the period of the 
camp and receive the instruction 
given. 
At the close of the camps, the 
young men will return to 
their 
homes without being tied up with 
any contract or 
agreement 
of 
service. 
This is simply a plan to 
give the young man all the bene­ 
fits of a few wTeeks training with­ 
out enlisting them in any of the 
military forces of 
the 
United 
Stages. 
Applicants 
for 
these 
camps 
must 
have average 
intelligence 
and be of good moral character. 
No educational qualifications are 
prescribed or required. Each can­ 
didate, before admission, will file 
a certificate from a qualified phy­ 
sician stating that his health and 
strength are adequate 
for 
the 
course of training; such certificate 
to be on official blanks to be fur­ 
nished to the applicants; also a 
certificate from a 
schoolmaster, 
clergyman, priest or rabbi to the 
effect that the candidate is 
of 
good moral character and average 
general intelligence. 
It is the desire of the war de­ 
partment to train the maximum 
number possible in the appropria­ 
tions made by congress. 
Trans­ 
portation 
charges 
of applicants 
will be paid to and from camps. 
Subsistence 
will 
be 
furnished 
without charge to all men attend­ 
ing the camps, but they will not 
receive pay. 
In the Seventh 
Corps 
Area, 
which. embraces the 
states 
of 
North and South Dakota, Minne­ 
sota, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas, two camps 
will be conducted—one at Fort 
Snelling, Minnesota, which is sit­ 
uated on the edge of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and the other at Camp 
Pike, Arkansas, which is adjacent 
to Little Rock, Arkansas.

cations to attend the Citizens’ Mil­ 
itary Training Camps will be sent 
to the Commanding General, Sev­ 
enth Corps Area, Fort Crook, Neb­ 
raska.
